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ANOTHER SUGGESTION. 



Some time ago The IDEA suggested 
to the Athletic Committee that the 
services of a resident graduate be ob- 
tained as a manager of the teams we 
send out from year to year. And 
now we go some distance further to 
say that it woud be the best economy 
to pay such a man a small salary to 
get the finances under a single system 
of books and the conduct of athletic 
business confined to one person who 
will have a pretext sufficient to stim- 
ulate his activity. 

As things now exist, part of the 
bookkeeping is done by 'Mr. Curtis, at 
the Experiment Station, and part of 
it is done at the business office of the 
University. The Athletic Committee 
has enough to do If they are vigilant 
enough concerning the eligibility of 
players and In formulating and carry- 
ing out a sound athletic policy. Stu- 
dent managers are not in a position to 
keep things moving in the way a grad- 
uate could if he Is paid to devote time 



and thought to the best interests of 
our schedules and the making of con- 
tracts. The graduate manager would 
l>e always here both in the school 
year and the vacation jterlod. 

The students know that too much 
money is lost in buying athletic goods 
to replace goods that have been mis- 
placed or stolen. They know that if | 
some one could be made directly re- 
sponsible for this loss of goods, he 
would devise a means of caring for 
them. The students see that we have 
heretofore been running on a cheap 
plan, which Is nevertheless extrava- 
gant and they have learned that there 
Is such a thing as being too economi- 
cal some times. 

We are anxious to have some one 
placed in charge iijion whom the re- 
siionslbility can be located. Stu- 
dents have a cause to not only sug- 
gest this, they have reason to even j 
urge it.

MILITARY COURSE 

ADDED TO CURRICULUM 



Wat Outlined by Lieut. Oullion and 
Authorized by Board of 
Trustees. 



Upon the recommendation and out- 
line presented by Lieut. Oullion to 
the trustees of the University, a four- 
year course leading to the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in the military 
art, has been added to the curriculum. 
In outlining the course Lieut. Oullion 
desired to make it a literary course 
and also one that would prepare 
men for the marine corps consular 
service as well as the army. 

Following is a brief outline of the 
military course: 

.Mathematics (Algebra, Trigonome- 
try, with Analytics and Calculus,Elec- 
tlve); English, two years; French or 
Oerinan, one year minimum; Spanish, 
one year; Surveying and Topography; 
Ueneral Physics; Oeneral Chemistry 
(Inorganic); Oeneral Astronomy; Oen- 
eral Physiology; Oeolbgy and Mineral- 
ogy; Botany (elective); Zoology (Elec- 
tive); American Oovemment; History 
of Modern Europe; History of United 
States; Blackstone’s Commentaries; 
International Law; Contracts; Mili- 
tary Law and Courtsmartial ; Conflict 
of Laws; Latin (elective); Logic, 
Physical Education, two years; Drill 
two years required, two years elec- 
tive; four years of Theoretical Mili- 
tary Science including instruction in 
Infantry, Field Service, Military Hy- 
giene. The Three Arms Combined or 
the Tactical use of Infantry, Cavalry 
and Artillery, Customs of the Service, 
Army Regulation, Hlppology, Field En- 
gineering, Military Mapping, Military 
Policy of tlie U. S., Military Ancient 
History, Napoleon’s First Campaign, 
Napier’s Peninsular War, Steele’s 
American Campaigns, Practclal In- 
struction in Fencing with Rapier and 
Broadsword, and Bayonet Exercise, 
•Militao' Gymnastics.
